PREFACE. 



The earliest poetry of the English or Anglo-Saxons 
is so far above the poetry of any other country of 
Europe at the same period, and Caedmon's first 
poem, " The Fall of Man, or Loss of Paradise," is 
so far above all other Anglo-Saxon poetry, that it 
will not be thought a useless labour to make some 
effort to put this fine poem iato language intelli- 
gible to persons not familiar with the Anglo-Saxon 
dialect, and in the form of the original 

There is only one manuscript of Casdmon's 
poems in existence, which is now in the Bodleian 
Library at Oxford, and supposed*to be of the tenth 
century. 

The first printed copy of the poems was edited 
by Jimius, without a translation, in 1655, the year

in which Milton is supposed to have made his first 
sketch of " Paradise Lost." A htera! prose ver- 
sion of the work, together with the original text, 
was pubUshed by the Society of Antiquaries in 
1832, under the superintendence of Mr. Benjamin 
Thorpe. In 1849 an improved edition of the 
original text was published in Germany, edited 
by Dr. Bouterwek. 

In the following Introduction some observations 
are offered on the Metre of Caedmon's poetry ; and 
in the Appendix a new division of the lines of a 
portion of the original text is given, in accordance 
with the observations made in the Introduction. 

CaBdmon was first a herdsman, afterwards a 
monk of Whitby in Yorkshire : he died a.d. 680. 
An account of him is given in the Venerable 
Bede's " Ecclesiastical History of England," bk. iv. 
c. 24. St. Bede tells us that Caedmon was a very 
devout man, and that by his poems many were 
inflamed with a love of heavenly things.

When speaking of the Poems of the Father of English 
Song, and perhaps the first Christian author of narra- 

* 

tive poetry in any of the dialects of modern Europe, 

one assumes instinctively a calm and subdued air. We 

are not about to speak of the sacred Scriptures, but 

the work of Gsedmon, his Paraphrase as it has been 

called, resembles so strongly the sacred writings that 

one approaches the subject with a feeling of reverence. 

We do not simply admire Csedmon. His first poem, 

" The Fall of Man," is not a paraphrase of the first 

part of the book of Genesis : such a title would be very 

inappropriate ; it is a work of the imagination, founded 

doubtless upon the Scriptures, upon tradition and pious 

belief; and the subject is the most sublime upon which 
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vm INTRODUCTION. 

the imagination of man can be employed ; and is treated 
by the poet with the simplicity and grandeur of 
Scripture. 

The tone of Caedmon throughout this poem is more 
even and sustained than that of Milton, particularly 
in the latter part, after our first parents have eaten of 
the forbidden fruit. Here the conduct of Adam and 
Eve, so beautifully and touchingly narrated by Ceed- 
mon, is in Milton's poem so coarse, so repulsive, and 
so improbable that no one can read this part of Milton's 
narrative without displeasure, if indeed any one can 
bear to read it at all. Gaedmon's poem has this further 
and great advantage over Milton's, it is uot tainted 
with theological error or polemic banter, with which 
Milton's is much defaced ; and which, however imeigina- 
tive, are neither poetical nor to the purpose of the 
poem. Caedmon is every inch a poet ; he never flags, 
he never offends in thought or word ; would the reader 
stay to criticise, he is carried on conscious of his 
master. 

Sweetness, tenderness, devotion, and simplicity cha- 
racterise the poems of the tmlettered herdsman. His 
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language is smooth, sonorous, and varied, and displays 
the richness, flexibility, and expressive terseness of the 
Anglo-Saxon. 

When we look back through so many ages upon our 
old bard, the Monk of Whitby, upon his contemporary 
and biographer the Venerable Bede, standing almost 
alone in Europe amid the ruins of the literature of the 
old world, presaging the greatness of the future, we 
become impressed with the large share our country has 
had in building up the literature of the Christian world, 
and with the great antiquity of our own. And if we 
look around for others of the same age, we find them 
still amongst the Angles, Aldhelm and Alcuin are ours. 

The VersiJicaMon of Ocedmon. — Very diflferent judg- 
ments have been formed with respect to Caedmon's 
versification. His contemporary the Venerable Bede, 
himself a poet and well acquainted with the harmo- 
nious verse of Grreece and Eome, speaks of Caedmon as 
the chief of English poets, without an equal ; he speaks 
of his '^ most harmonious verse," and says that English 
poets endeavoured to follow him, but none could ever 
compare with him. M'viem writers, unacquainted as 
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we have hitherto been with so much as the proper pro— 
nunciation of his words, have expressed a very dififeren1> 
opinion with respect to the harmoniousness of his verse. 
Sharon Turner, speaking of Anglo-Saxon poetry in 
general says : — *^ Little else seems to have been done 
than the formation of a style of composition different 
from prose ; if we call this style poetry it is rather by 
complaisance than truth." (Hist, of AngL-Sax., vol. iii. 
b. ix.) And according to the modem mode of reading 
and arranging the lines the verse of Caedmon is cer- 
tainly not harmonious to us. The Metre of Csedmon's 
first poem I believe to be the Heroic measure of five 
feet, making ten or eleven syllables, the tenth, how- ' 
ever, being in all cases the last accented syllable, the 
same as Chaucer's and Shakspeare's, with the additional 
ornament of a judicious and moderate Alliteration. 
Shakspeare makes free use of alliteration as an orna- 
ment, but in Caedmon the alliteration appears to be 
made almost essential to the verse. The line differs in 
gome respects from the modem English heroic line, 
inasmuch as it appears to contain a greater number of 
elisions, or blending of syllables; and there are other

peculiarities which will be pointed out. The first five 
lines, as printed in Dr. Bouterwek's edition of the text 
of Caedmon, appear to be perfect Iambic lines of five 
feet ; the sixth line presents a little diflSculty, and, im- 
perfectly acquainted as we are with the Anglo-Saxon 
pronunciation of the words, the difficulty of dividing 
the poem into lines of five feet increases as one pro- 
ceeds ; but I believe the difficulty may be overcome. 
With the assistance of the Manuscript in the Bodleian 
Library I think I have succeeded in dividing about 200 
lines of the poem in a manner quite satisfactory. I 
have given the lines in the Appendix. The poem is 
written in continuous lines as prose, but there are points 
or dots in the manuscript, which occur very frequently, 
and appear to mark every pause of the voice made in 
reciting the lines, and among other pauses the pause 
made at the conclusion of every verse. These points 
in Anglo-Saxon manuscripts occur in prose works as 
well as in poetry ; and cannot therefore be regarded as 
metrical, and as simply marking the division of the 
lines ; they occur too frequently both in verse and prose 
to be regarded as always indicating the termination of 
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Xil INTRODTJCTION. 

a verse. If the points are somewhat more numerous in 
poetry than in prose, it is because in poetry the pauses 
are more numerous. The points, however, are not 
Caedmon's, but were inserted by the writer of the manu- 
script. They appear to be placed with great skill in 
the first part of the book. 

That a comparison may be made with the English 
and German modes of dividing the lines, I will give a 
few lines as they stand in the English editions, and 
also the first forty lines as they stand in Dr. Bou- 
terwek's edition, and then the thirty-six lines of five 
feet which I would propose to make of Bouterwek's 
lines.

The above thirty-six lines, as I have proposed to divide 
them, are smooth sonorous lines ; and there is a point 
or dot in the manuscript at the end of every one of them, 
even where there is no grammatical division at the 
end of the line ; but there is not a point in the manu- 
script at the end of eveiy line as the lines are divided 
in any of the printed editions. There is no gramma- 
tical pause in the first line, nor in the fourth line, nor 
in the eighth line, till the end of the line, or near the 
end of the eighth line ; so in the manuscript there is no 
point in the first line, nor in the fourth line, nor in the 
eighth line, till the end of the line, or near the end of 
the eighth line. The absence of any point or mark in 
the manuscript before the conclusion of the first and 
fourth and eighth lines, will perhaps be thought suffi- 
cient to show that the lines ought not to be divided, as 
in some of the editions, into short dactylic and trochaic 
verses of two or three feet, making no kind of measure 
which the ear can bear. The point after the word 
^'adthfcest^ at the end of the eighth line, as I have 
proposed to divide the lines, does not mark a gramma- 
tical pause ; if adthfcBst is not the last word of a line. 
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why has it a point after it ? In the printed copies that 
point or dot is omitted. So with respect to the points 
after the words ^^geaette,^ the last word of the ninth 
line, and lof the last word of the fourteenth line, they 
do not mark grammatical pauses ; if they do not mark 
the end of a line it is not easy to account for the points 
being there. The word wceroUf the last word of the 
seventeenth line in Bouterwek's edition, if if ought to 
be the last word of a line would have a point after it. 
There is no point in the manuscript after that word. 
According to the new division of the lines above pro- 
posed wceron would be the first word, and not the last 
word, of a line, and consequently it wo^ild not require 
a point after it. So with respect to the word wer- 
logan, the last word of the thirty-sixth line in Bouter- 
wek's edition, in the manuscript there is no point after 
that word. According to the new division of the lines 
above proposed, werlogan would not be the last word 
of a line, and would consequently not require a point 
after it. 

It will be perceived that Dr. Bouterwek's division of 
the lines is made according to the Alliteration ; which 
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sometimes makes very good lines, and sometimes very 
bad ones. He does not suggest any mode of scanning 
his lines. The division of the lines which is now pro- 
posed is made according to the Metre, without regard 
to the alliteration, which is the more ornamental the 
more it is concealed. 

In order to remove any difficulty in scanning the 
lines I will give a Metrical Analysis of the first eleven 
lines.

Tyrwhitt remarks that the first syllable may be 
dropped in the octosyllable metre ; but no such liberty 
can be taken in the heroic metre (^* Essay on the Versi- 
fication of Chaucer "). The above lines, however, show 
that Chaucer dropped the first syllable in the heroic as 
well as in the octosyllable verse ; and such lines of only 
nine syllables are to be found in almost every page of 
Chaucer's early writings. But Tyrwhitt is correct in 
saying that such lines seldom occur in the " Canter- 
bury Tales." The fault of the old poets in this respect 
is not in beginning the line with a foot of one syllable, 
but in beginning the line with such insignificant feet 
of one syllable as 0/, On, In, &c. 

The above remarks may apply also to the fourth and 
seventh lines, Hedfod and Ecean are perhaps only 
dissyllables in those lines.

Heofem may be read as a dissyllable, if blended with 
the preceding word ; or it may be read, as in modem 
English heaven, a word of one syllable.

Wceron may be pronounced as a dissyllable in the 
ninth line, if blended with the first syllable of the 
next word, wceron'^gesette. Two syllables are frequently 
blended in one, as a ge, age ; he ge, hege ; on ge, onge ; 
him se, himse ; le he, lebe ; thde be, thelbe ; yr on, yr'n ; 
tha the, thathe; and they are sometimes so written. 
In some of these instances the g has probably the sound 
of y, or i» wholly silent. So in Chaucer two syllables 
are frequently blended in one, as he ne, bene; coud de, 
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coude ; knew ne^ knewne ; ever in, everin ; and other 
instances have been already mentioned above.

It may be necessary to add a few remarks with re- 
spect to some other peculiarities of Caedmon's verse. 
The blending of words is strikingly exhibited in the 
following line : 

St6d deopi and dim|. drihtnej fremde. ide|l and im|nyt. 

See Appendix, line 92. 

In this line the word idel is so blended with the 
preceding and succeeding words as to be wholly ab- 
sorbed ; and neither syllable coimts in the measure. 

The final vowel of a word is sometimes cut oflF before 
a word beginning with an aspirate. So in Milton : 

" Thy virtue'hath won." 

Paradise Lost, book x. line 372. 
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The last consonant of a word is sometimes joined to 
the succeeding word, as rices agaUf pronounced rice 
sagan ; nither on^ nithe ron. 

So in Chaucer : 

Sbuld leve father and motherland take to me. 

Wife of Bath. 

The letter g appears to be sometimes liquid, or 
wholly silent, or pronounced as a y ; as in the words 
werlogariy pronounced werloan ; drigey drye ; mihtig, 
mihty; mihtigon, miht yon. It may perhaps be 
guttural. 

In the following remarkably smooth line the words 
are so blended together that it is diflScult to divide 
the line into feet ; but it displays the fine ear of the 
poet: 

Waeron tha gesome. tha the swegl| biian wuljdres ^th|el. 

See Appendix, line 73. 

The sound too of the above line suits the sense. 

Then had the inhabitants of the heavens rest ; regions 
of glory. 

In the printed copies there is a point after the word 
buaUy which destroys the flow of the verse. There is 
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no such point in the manuscript. The letter g in the 
word ewegl is liquid* 

Whatever difficulties there may be in scanning the 
lines, there is scarcely a line in Caedmon to which a 
similar line may not be found in Chaucer, or Shak- 
speare, or Dante. 

Mr. Conybeare, in his ** Illustrations of Anglo-Saxon 
Poetry," gives the three following lines from Caedmon's 
description of the Deluge : 

Nymthe heo was, 
Ahafen on. 
Thaheanlyft. 

He then suggests that the above lines should be read 

thus, 

Nymthe heo| was a|hafen 

On tha| hean lyft. 

Dr. Bouterwek reads them as one line, 

Nymthe heo was. dhafen on. tha he^a \jfL 

And so makes one good line of five feet, in the place of 
three bad lines with not two feet to stand on. The 
point after the word " cm " marks the principal cassura. 
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Dr. Bouterwek gives the line without the points^ and 
without any attempt to scan it. The above line 
supplies another instance of hSan being pronounced as 
a dissyllable, and ahafen on^ ahafenon, another in- 
stance of the blending of words. Two thirds of the 
lines as they now stand in Bouterwek's edition are lines 
of five feet. Mr. Conybeare observes : ** The pauses are 
always at the end of lines, but frequently carried be- 
yond the couplet^ falling on the close of the first line 
of the succeeding couplet." That is to say, on the 
close of the third line. This is perfectly true. In the 
printed copies almost every line is divided into three 
short lines ; and then the pause is found to fall at the 
close of the third line. The above remark made by 
Mr. Conybeare also shows that the ear recognises a 
metre independent of the alliteration. I must observe 
too that this manner of dividing the lines is not sanc- 
tioned by the manuscript; the points or dots in the 
manuscript not corresponding with the points in the 
printed copies; but corresponding with a division of 
the lines into heroic verses. That the points do not 
always indicate the termination of a line is plain from 
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the MS. of the " Ormulum," in which the points occur 
frequently in the middle, or before the end, of the 
line, A fac-simile of part of the MS. is published in 
Dr. White's edition. ^ 

The number of perfect heroic lines to be found in 
Caedmon's poems, respecting which there cannot be a 
diflTerence of opinion as to the proper manner of reading 
them, is su£Scient evidence that he was well acquainted 
with the heroic verse, if he was not himself the inven- 
tor of it ; and that he was not ignorant of the laws of 
metre ; and we may presume that other lines are in the 
same metre, though the ancient mode of spelling the 
words may sometimes render it difficult for us to read 
them with the proper accents. But what appears to 
me to put it beyond all doubt that Caedmon's lines are 
in the heroic metre is, that when read as heroic lines 
they make in general remarkably good lines, and when 
read in any other way they make remarkably bad ones. 
His skill too in preserving the rhythm appears to me 
to be quite equal to Chaucer's. Csedmon rarely intro- 
duces a trochee or a pyrrhic without a spondee to balance 
it; a fault constantly committed by Chaucer, speaking 
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of Chaucer's lines as heroic lines: Gaedmon's subject 
requires a more sustained rhythm. 

I think justice has not been done to our ancestors 
by some of their critics. I do not know that the New 
Zealander would be acting more unreasonably, if at 
some futiure time he were to take Moore's "Lalla 
Eookh," and to give a few lines as a fragment of an 
old Irish poem written in what is called the alliteratiye 
metre, and to put it in this wise : 

" * The light of the. 
Haram wHo has not. 
Heard of the vale of. 
Cashmere with its Roses, 
theb — ^Rightest the. 
Earth Ever gave its. 
Temples and grotTos. 
and founTains as. 
cLear as the Love. 
Lighted. 
Eyes that hang. 
Over their wave. 
to See it at Sim. 
Set when warm.' 

" I have altered the stops or points in a few places to 
suit what would appear to be the true reading ; and I

have marked the alliteration by large letters. In the 

copy before me the points are arranged in the following 

manner : 

* Who has not heard 

Of the Tale of Caahmere, 

With its roses the brightest.' 

By this arrangement there is no alliteration with the 
second line. The reader will perceive that the first con- 
sonant in who^ in the second line^ as I have arranged the 
lines, is A, the w being silent ; the word who therefore 
produces alliteration with haram and heard. So the 
first consonant in brightest, in the fifth line is r, the b 
preceding it being in pronunciation joined to the final 
vowel of the word the; and those who know how br 
was pronounced in Ireland formerly will instantly re- 
cognise the alliteration with roses. Occasionally lines 
of three or even two syllables occur. The metre ap- 
pears to be trochaic and dactylic; sometimes a foot 
appears to consist of a sin^e syllable ; but it is plain 
that the good barbarians^ to judge from this poem, had 
no notion of what we New Zealanders call metre; 
though one may perceive a species of poetry in the 
* Love-lighted eyes that haog over their wave.* " 
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But enough of this. To Csedmon then^ I believe, 
English Poetry is indebted for the heroic line ; or rather 
to that inspiration which, we are informed by the Ve- 
nerable Bede, Csedmon received in the stable. 

The Metre varies occasionally; Alexandrines fre- 
quently occur ; sometimes a single line here and there, 
sometimes several will follow in succession. The 
following occur at lines 235-9 of Dr. Bouterwek's 
edition : 

Forlsetath thone cenne beam, wariath inc with thone wsestm. 
Ne wyrth inc wilna giUl. Hnigon tha mid heifdum. 
Heofonkyninge. geome toge4nes. and saedpn ealles thanCv 
Lista and thara lara. he let heo theet land buan. 

The following Alexandrine occurs at line 344 of 
Bouterwek's edition: 

H^thine| theere sweart|an helle|. grund'sg^'n|. nail's 
with] God win|nan. 

And bade him rule swart hell, not with his God to war. 

The original is more forcible than the transla- 
tion: 
Bade him of swart heU rule the abyss, not war with God.

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The points in the manuscript are as placed above, 
not as they are placed in the printed copies. 

Sometimes shorter lines of four feet occur, several 
coming in succession. The following lines of four feet 
occur at lines 252-3 of Dr. Bouterwek's edition :

It is difl&cult to divide the first of the above four lines 
into feet; it appears to be anapaBstic, but the rhythm is 
sufficiently plain. The first line of the couplet ends ] 
with an Iambus or an Amphibrach ; the second line ends 
with two Trochees, or a Trochee and an Amphibrach. 

The above lines appear to have a lyrical character, 
the sound suits the sense, and they might well be sung 
to the harp. The same metre is carried on for some 
lines, and occasionally it resembles in some measure 
the metre of the " Ormulum : " { 

Gelic wses he tham leohtum steorrum. 
Lof sceolde he dnhtnes wyrcean. 

C^DMON, 1. 256. 
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And foirthi yermdeast tu that ico 
This werrc the shoUde wirrkenn. 

Ormulum, 1. 23-4. 

The poem appears to be divided into Paragraphs or 
short Cantos, and each paragraph appears to conclude 
generally with a short or half line. 

The following commencement of Satan's speech pro- 
bably suggested to Milton the abrupt opening of Satan's 
first speech to Beelzebub in ** Paradise Lost.'* 

Is thes aenga stede. 
Ungellc swithe. tham othrum the we ©r cuthon. 
Hean on hecfonrice. 

If thou beest he I but O how fallen ! how chang'd 
From him, who, in the happy realms of light. 

Paradise Lost, b. i. 84. 

Milton's interpretation of these lines is perhaps not 
quite correct, but it is the interpretation which would 
first present itself. The subject of ** Paradise Lost," 
and much of the substance and expression, appear to 
have been suggested to Milton by CaBdmon's poems. 

The conduct of the poem is skilful and original 
After a short preface, and alluding at some length to 
the fall of Satan, it begins at once in mediae res by 
describing the creation of the world and of man to 

b 2 
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supply the loss occasioned by the fall of the rebel 
angels. It then goes back to give a more particular 
! account of the fall of the angels, and then describes the 
plot of Satan to deceive Adam. The histoiy of the 
temptation and fall of man follow, and the poem con- 
cludes with a very beautiful account of the repentance 
of Adam and Eve, their condemnation, and the first 
intimation of a Redeemer to crush the head of the 
serpent, taken from the Latin Vulgate. 

The question naturally suggests itself, if Gsedmon's 
lines are heroic iambic lines, what are we to say to the 
verse of King Alfred and the other Anglo-Saxon poets, 
who appear, most of them, to write in very much the 
same measure? Are their lines also Iambic? Living 
in Ireland, at a distance from the manuscripts of those 
poems, I will not speak without hesitation; but I do 
not know why the following lines of King Alfred's 
translation of the first poem of Boetius should not be 
read as iambic lines. The lines are printed as fol- 
lows: 

Hwset ic liotha fela. 

lustlice geo. 
sane on saelum. 
nu sceal siofigende. 
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I do not know why they should not be printed 

thus: 

Hwset ic liotha f ela lustlice geo 
Sane on ssglum. nu sceal siofigende. 

In the latter form they appear not only to make 
very good iambic lines^ but they much more nearly 
resemble the cadence of the original Latin when so 
read: 

Carmina qui quondam studio florente peregi, 
Flebilisy heu ! msestos cogor inire modos. 

I am disposed to think it is something approaching 
to the crime IcesoB majeetatis to print the poems of our 
kingly bard in the form in which they at present 
appear. Here too is a pretty line of King Alfred's 
wofuUy marred in the printing : 

Hw«r sint nu thses wisan 
Welandes ban. 

Kawlinson^ from the manuscript of Junius, gives the 
line without any division, thus : 

Hweer sint nu thaes wisan welandes ban. 

Alfred's BoettuSj p. 162. 
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Which I have no doubt is the true reading, as a similar 
line occurs shortly afterwards, which is given by Baw- 
linson in the same manner, without any division : 

Hwa wat nu thses wisan welandes ban. 
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Most meet it is the' almighty Being above. 

The Lord of Hosts, our hearts adore and love ; 

He head of every high created thing 

Is source of might, heav'n's guardian glorious King.
